“The Free State is being driven from 
the market all along the line,” said Mr. 
Hogan, Minister for Lands and Agri- 
culture, at Wexford last Saturday. 

The present position was clearly re- 
vealed by the British trade statistics for

Mr. Hogan pointed to the causes and 
the remedies. He said that there would 
alw: be a market for store cattle, but at 
present they were supplying a second-class 
article, and the system of farming needed 
development and finish. The farmers must 
co-operate with the Government if they 
wanted to have adequate results. 
Uniformity of produce was the secret 
ot success. The average milk yield could 
he increased from 400 gallons per cow to 
sor. and the quality of the cattle could 
he improved by 20s. to 30s. per head. 
This would mean an additional income of 
between £4,000,C00 and £5,000,000, a sum 
equal to the total rates, rents ud 
annuities of the country. 
The farmers, by effectively co-operating, 
could thus live free of rent and rates. 


LOST PROFITS. 


DEVELOPMENT AND FINISH 
NEEDED. 


Mr. Hogan's remarks were addressed to a 
representative gathering on the occasion of a 
demonstration at the premises of the Wexford 
Meat Supply and Bacon Factory, Ltd. He 
inspected the factory, and afterwards visited 
the works of the Wexford Engineering Com- 
pany, Ltd., and Messrs. Philip Pierce and 
Company, Ltd. 

The factory is equipped to deal with 800 
igs, 250 cattle and sheep per week, and 
— spacious cold storage accommodation. It 
is electrically lighted, and the machinery is 
driven by a 70 h.p. Crossley engine. An 
extension of the business would probably lead 
to the establishment of a tannery in Wexford. 

Mr. Hogan, in the course of his address, 
said that some people spoke as if a change 
of Government meant an equally radical 
change in our agriculture. Farmers, however, 
realised that the production of live stock and 
live stock products was going to be for some 
time the mainstay of Irish agriculture, and 
that, from this point of view, what our whole 
system of farming needed was not so much 
change, but development and, above all, 
finish. 

In 1924 the Free State exported almost 
£17,000,000 worth of live cattle to Great 
Britain, as against £2,300,000 worth sent to 
Great Britain, mainly from Canada. The 
number of cattle imported from Canada had 
increased from 50, in 1923 to 70,000 in 
1924, and during the first three months of 
this year it was 20,000, as against 15,000 last 
year. Of the 417,000,000 worth of stock 
exported from this country, not more than 
23,000,000 were slaughtered on arrival at the 
other side or within a few days of arrival. 
The balance were finished in England or 
Scotland, and the best sold as Scotch beef. 

No one maintained that we could slaughter 
even all our fat cattle here. The point was 
that at present we slaughtered virtually none 
and shared none of the profits of the trade. 
Neither did anyone maintain that we could 
finish all our cattle here. 

‘here would always be a profitable store 
trade with Great Britain, but we could at 
least finish properly a number equal to the 
proportion expo .as fats. Farmers could 
make some attempt thus to supplement their 
incomes by retaining for thethselves a share 
of the dealers’ profits. 


A SECOND-CLASS ARTICLE. 

The cattle trade generally was not bor gab 
ing an article which customers requi and 
from which they could make most profit. 
They were throwing away their natural ad- 
vartages, neglecting the market for first-class 
beef, in which no other country vs 
to Great Britain could compete, were 
entering into competition on their own terms 
with the Argentine and other countries that 
exported £27,000,000 worth of chilled or 
frozen beef to Britain in 1924. 


SIGNIFICANT FIGURES. 

‘The figures (given above) for bacon, butter, 
poultry and eggs were equally illuminating, 
and attained an added significance by reason 
of the fact that over a period ef years our 
supplies were diminishing while those of our 
mals were increasing in the only market 
which we were likely to have for some time. 
The brutal fact was—we were being driven 
from the market all along the line. 

They could restore this ition, bat only 
by intelligent co-operation ween the State 
aud the farmers. The State could do very 
little for agriculture compared with what 
farmers could do for themselves. There was 
no royal road to success. No Government 
could find effective substitutes for intelligence, 
organisation, and hard work. 


ORGANISATION THE REMEDY. 

He went on to say that in passing into law 
the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act, the 
Dairy Produce Act, and the Live Stock Breed- 
ing Act, they were merely doing what their 
competitors had done long ago. They ‘could 
not get adequate results from these Acts 
unless the farmers gave their co-operation; 
and farmers could not do this un they 
were organised. Farming, especially in Ive- 
land, was a highly complex business, while, 
on the other hand, uniformity of produce was 
the secret of success. They could not have 
this uniformity unless farmers were organised. 
This applied, not only to the dressed meat 
industry, but to every other aspect of agri 
culture. 

If, went on Mr. Hogan, the average milk 
vield were increased by 100 gallons per cow, 
“hile at the same time ihe qua ty of the cattle 
Woduced could be improved by 20s. to 50s. per 
head in three 2 Kr would that repre- 
sent in hard cash? t seven pence per 
Zallon 100 gallons of milk would yield about 
£3, and this, added to the im ement 
spoken of, would mean a net profit to farmers 
of over 4,000,000. per annum. Thie was 
equal to the total rent, rates, and annuities 
of the country. á | 

That was what ceuld be attained by more 
efhcient feeding and cultivation. If they put 
their backs into it they could restore the 
position of Irish agri i rt 
time. They had a big task in front, but the 
future was in their own hands. He himself 
had no doubt that a country that had 
emerged successfully from the conditions of 
the last three years was going to succeed.

A RIGHT-HAND MAN 
OF CECIL RHODES. 


DEATH OF MR. JAMES 
ROCHFORT MAGUIRE. 


— — 


Mr. James Rochfort Maguire, C. B. E., died 
of heart failure, at his residence, 3 Cleveland 
square, London, on Saturday morning. Mr. 
Maguire was in his seventy-§rst year. Since 
1923 he had been Chairman of the British 
South Africa Company, in succession to Mr. 
Beit. Before that date he was Vice-Presi- 


dent of the company. 

Mr. Maguire was a remarkable instance of 
the highly educated man who finds himself 
no less at home in business affairs than in the 
world of books. He had worled in various 
fields and had attained success in all. The 
son of an Irish rector, he was educated at 
‘Cheltenham and at Merton College, Oxford. 

At the University he gave indications of

of rt he won a steeplechase ; and 
in e schools he gained a double 
first, and was elected a Fellow of All
